Report of School Board. 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF RYE: 


In presenting our annual report we would like to impress upon 
you the fact that the prosperity and success of a school depends 
not upon the individual efforts of the School Board, the teacher or 
the pupils, but upon the united efforts of all, including the parents, 
to whom both directly and indirectly we owe to a great degree the 
success of our schools. ° 

Perhaps there is no one thing which contributes so largely to the 
perplexity of the teacher and injury of our public schools as 
irregularity of attendance. We realize that there are some natural 
causes which are conducive to absence from school; yet they are 
few in comparison to the various other reasons that might be con- 
sidered, and could our parents and pupils realize more keenly the 
disadvantage to the schools as a whole, we feel sure that wa 
should not find so many tardy, dismissal and absent marks upon our 
registers. While our schools would be more beneficial and attain 
a much higher standard, parents by their expressed interest may 
have much to do in making the schools what we desire. 

As we were obliged by law to raise and appropriate $3127.50, 
the literary fund and the dog tax to maintain our schools, we took 
advantage of the act passed and approved March 10, 1905, that 
allows any School district to contract with any approved Academy 
or High school in its immediate vicinity for furnishing instruction 
in the higher branches to its scholars, and the school money may 
be used to carry the contract into effect, and made a contract 
with the Board of Instruction of the city of Portsmouth for the 
school year beginning Sept. 1, 1905, and we are now paying 
tuitions for twenty-four pupils attending the Portsmouth High 
school. . 

During the year we have exchanged the Greenleaf for the 
Sensenig and Anderson series of arithmetics. ‘They seem much 
better adapted for our school use, as they contain more problems 
and rules relating to our every day transactions. 

We have painted the East school house and have had a well 
dug and put ina pump on the lot, and as it is good water and 
located near the highway it will be a great accommodation to the 
public as well as to furnish water for the school. We have labored 
under a great disadvantage during the past year by the sickness 
and resignation of our teachers, and some of our teachers have not 
had the support they should have had from the parents in the 
enforcement of discipline. Each parent must remember that the 


us) 


teacher must treat all scholars exactly ‘on an equality and that our 
public schools are for the education of the mass of the people, rich 
and poor alike, and that the pupils must depend on their individual 
efforts for success or failure, and that a school without good disci- 
pline is sure to be a failure. At the present time all of our schools 
are under good discipline and in charge of faithful and competent 
teachers and we would recommend that their services should be 
secured for the coming year. 

We would again remind you of the need of a public library and 
hope you will show sufficient interest in advancing the cause of 
Education, to vote to establish one and make a liberal appropria- 
tion for the same.
